On the 26th of May last a surgical 


operation was performed upon Miss 
M.nry Rust, a young lady aged 23 
years, living one-half mile from New

cessful removal of an ovarian tumor of 
the size of a wooden bucket i\nd 
weighing between 30 and 40 pounds, 
These tumors, as the name indicates, 
grow from ihe ovary, and consist of n 
large eyil or sack, filled with thick 
gelatinous fluid, and are contained 
with the intestines within the abdomi- 
nal cavity, thus necessitating the cul- 
ling open of Ihe abdomen for their re 
movnl. The operation was performed 
by Dr, S. J'. Wise, assisted by Drs. 
Cherryhohncs and 
Ohnste,-ul, of Mill-

barn where the storage of h»y and 
grain is made, for to carry fodder from 
the born to a separate building used 
for a stable requires more labor and ex- 
pense than the ordinary farmer can af- 
ford, 
Convenience in this and Ihe 


saving of labor need to be carefully 
studied by 
those who contemplate 


building barn« of any size, for errors 
in this matter may cost many vexa- 
tions and hours of needless labor, 


Wher.e practicable, water for stock 


should always be brought into the 
barn at some point, and th? nearer to 
the animals who arc to use it the belter, 
Jn cold climates great care is required 
to protect water pipes anil 
reservoirs 


from frost, but the residents of tvery lo- 
cality are ihe best judges of just how 
much protection is required, 
Sheds 


may be attached to ihe barn to shelter 
stock or for storing manure, but the 
latler should never be stored undci the 
barn whence the gas and fumes from 
it may rise up through Ihe building, 
nol only making the air foul, but 
de- 


positing noxious effluvia in the fodder 
or grain stored therein. 
Placing 
the 


pig pen under the barn or allowing ihe 
hogs to go into ihe basement and root 
over a manure heap is a bad 
lyslcm, 


although often practiced and even rcc- 
comminded by those who draw 
up 


plans' for farm bams. 
Il may be con- 


venient lo have the hogs near the ban 
but ihe stench that arises from a pig 
stye is even worse than thai eminating 
from a heap of ordinary barn yard ma- 
nure, 
If the hogs must be near the 


barn, let il be in a detached building 
or separate yard, 
Everything about 


a barn where grain and food for stock 
are stored should be kept as clean and 
sweet as possible, and where stables 
for calile .mi! horses arc 
under the 


same roof il is not impracticable to 
keep them clean 
nnd comparitavely 


from noisome odcrs. 


The localion of the barn i.s a matter 


worthy of the mosl careful considera- 
tion. It should not only be convenient 
for storing grain as gathered from Ihc 
farm, but also for those who arc obliged 
lo visit it several limes a day through- 
out the year. 
A long walk from the 


house to|the barn during stormy weath- 
er is unpleasant, and still it is nol ad- 
visable to place the barn so near ihe 
house that every movement ofthe an- 
imals kept therein, < r the noise made 
by those having them in charge, can 
be heard by ihe family, 
The localion 


should also be such lhat good drainage 
can be secured to all parls of ihe build- 
ing and yards, for dampness is inimic- 
al lo l,lie health of animals, and to the 
preservation of fodder and other kinds 
of food, 


Very large burns, roomy enough to 


hold ihe various kinds of crops raised 
on ihe farm, and also farm machinery 
and the 
various agricultural imple- 


ments, may be more economical 
than 


to have several buildings; but there is 
certainly greater risk to be run in case 
of fire, and it would be well for farmers
